EDITORIAL ABOUT POSSIBLE GOS MOVES IF SUPREME COURT 
OF CANADA SHOULD STRIKE DOWN THE PROVINCE S OIL AND 
GAS CONSERVATION, STABILIZATION AND DEVELOPMENT ACT

2. PREMIER ALLEN BLAKENEY SUPPOSES SOME FORM OF 
LEGISLATION WOULD BE AVAILABLE IF THE COURT STRIKES DOWN 
B n, I, 42, AND GOS IS BELIEVED READY TO CALL SASKATCHEWAN 
LEGISLATURE INTO SPECIAL SESSION TO DEAL WITH RETROACTIVE 
LEGISLATION. 

3. 'MR. BLAKENEY DID NOT RULE OUT NATIONALIZATION AS HAD 
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BEEN MENTIONED BY DEPUTY PREMIER ROY ROMANOW LAST WEEK 
(REFTEL), BUT SAID OBVISUSLY WE HAVE TO KEEP ALL OUR 
OPTIONS OPEN, AND IF THAT APPEARS TO BE THE BEST AVAILABLE 
OPTION TO US, WE WILL NOT RULE IT OUT ON PHILOSOPHICAL 
GROUNDS, BUT WE WILL NOT INSIST UPON IT ON PHILOSOPHICAL 
GROUNDS." 
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4. "MR. BLAKENEY SAID HE FOUND IT DIFFICULT TO UNDERSTAND 
WHY IMPERIAL OIL HAD BROUGHT ITS LEGAL ACTION BECAUSE THE 
PROVINCE HAD NEGOTIATED CHANGES IN ROYALTIES AND HAD 
SIMPLIFIED THE ROYALTY STRUCTURE TO A POINT HE THOUGHT WAS 
TOLERABLE FOR THE COMPANIES." 

5. IN SHARPLY-WORDED LEAD EDITORIAL, ENTITLED "POTASH, 

OIL AND INEPTITUDE PERSISTING IN REGINA," GLOBE AND MAIL 
TRACES THE HISTORY OF THE PROVINCE'S DISPUTE WITH POTASH 
COMPANIES WHICH IT CALLS INSTRUCTIVE IN UNDERSTANDING HOW 
LOS HAS COME TO ITS "TAWDRY DILEMMA" WITH THE OIL 
COMPANIES. "...REGINA HAS BACKED ITSELF INTO A LEGAL 

AND FINANCIAL CORNER THAT LEAVES NATIONALIZATION OF A 
MAJOR INDUSTRY AS ONE OF THE FEW ALTERNATIVES TO POLITICAL 
HUMILIATION." 

6. EDITORIAL RAISES SEVERAL QUESTIONS: 

- "WHETHER MR.BLAKENEY IS BACKING INTO NATIONALIZATION 
BECAUSE HE IS INCOMPETENT (UNLIKE OTHER RESOURCE-OWING 
PREMIERS), OR WHETHER HE IS CREATING ARTIFICIAL ISSUES 
TO JUSTIFY NATIONALIZATION TO HIS ELECTORATE- 
EXPLOITING PROVINCIAL AND NATIONAL PATRIOTISM IN THE 
ABSENCE OF WIDESPREAD SUPPORT FOR PUBLIC OWNERSHIP." 

"- "WHETHER IT IS "THE FEDERAL SYSTEM" THAT EXPLAINS 
MR. BLAKENEY S REPEATED FAILURE TO REGULATE HIS POTASH 
INDUSTRY, OR MR. BLAKENEY S OWN LEGISLATION-FRAMED SO 
BADLY THAT IT CONSISTENTLY FAILS IN THE COURTS." 

-WHETHER IT IS "RANK INEPTITUDE, OR PALPABLE MANIPULATION 
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OR SOME ODD COMBINABTION OF BOTH?" 

7. IN CONCLUSION, EDITORIAL SAYS: "NOW IT IS OIL 
COMPANIES. IF SEVERAL OIL COMPANIES SUCCEED IN THEIR 
SUIT AGAINST SASKATCHEWAN GOVERNMENT TAX REGULATIONS, 
SASKATCHEWAN WOULD BE LIABLE FOR 500 MILLION DOLLARS 

IN TAX PAYMENTS. IMPOSSIBLE AND OUTRAGEOUS, FUMES 
SASKATCHEWAN'S ATTORNEY GENERAL (ROMANOW). NATIONALIZATION 
OF THE OIL INDUSTRY MUST NOW BE CONSIDERED AN "OPTION" 
FAMILIAR. SUSPICIOUSLY FAMILIAR. OR IS THERE REALLY THAT 
MUCH INEPTITUDE IN REGINA?"
